The thefts were accomplished, 
the GAO report said, principally 
through bribery of U.S. person­ 
nel and forgery of receipts— 
many of them made out to mili­ 
tary units that didn’t exist. 
“It seems clear that the re­ 
sponsible officials acted impru­ 
dently” in failing to verify that 
the fuel was received, said the 
report, which added: 
“The theft of fuel, so far as 
has been detected, was perpe­ 
trated primarily by collusion 
and forgery; 
it is possible, 
therefore, that a more sophisti­ 
cated system (of verifying de­ 
livery), properly implemented, 
may not have detected such ir­ 
regularities.” 
Nonetheless, the GAO recom­ 
mended that the Pentagon tight­ 
en up procedures which the re­ 
port said “were weak, deficient 
and did not adequately protect 
the 
government’s 
interest.” 
Some steps for better monitor­ 
ing of the supply network have 
been taken by military authori­ 
ties, the report said, but it add­ 
ed that “improved procedures 
and 
practices 
are 
still 
re­ 
quired.”

Previous indications bv Laird 
and President-elect Nixon that 
this would be the case were un­ 
derlined Monday with the nam­ 
ing of Californian David Pack­ 
ard as deputy defense secre­ 
tary. 
Introducing Packard to Wash­ 
ington newsmen, Laird, a Re­ 
publican Congressman with lit­ 
tle administrative experience, 
said the electronics executive 
will be “in position to comple­ 
ment me in those areas where 
we need strength in the next 
four years.” 
“We will have an outstanding 
administrator on our team,” 
Laird said. 
Packard, who will resign as

Kennedy Seeks Whips Job 


As Power Base In Senate 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Sup­ 
porters of Edward M. Kennedy 
privately give him little chance 
of winning the No. 2 Senate 
Democratic post in a bid that 
apparently is a first step toward 
a possible 1972 run for the White 
House. 
But win or lose in the chal­ 
lenge he issued Monday, the 36- 
year-old senator from Massa­ 
chusetts seems likely to shed at 
least partially his role as a fol­ 
lower of the leadership team 
and emerge as a new leader for 
Senate liberals. 
Politicians generally thought 
this was one of Kennedy’s objec­ 
tives in seeking the job of whip 
or assistant leader now held by 
Louisiana’s Russell B. Long who 
wants to keep it. 
Although a usually thankless 
job that mainly involves round­ 
ing up colleagues for roll calls, 
the assistant leader has tradi­ 
tionally stepped up when the top 
post became vacant and has 
helped such previous whips as 
Hubert H. Humphrey and Lyn­ 
don B. Johnson. 
Kennedy said he has the sup­ 
port of Vice President Hum­ 
phrey and of Humphrey’s run­ 


ning mate in the Nov. 5 election, 
Sen. Edmund Muskie of Maine. 
His candidacy also won a 
quick pledge of support from 
Sen. Philip A. Hart of Michigan 
who earlier pressed Muskie to 
get into the race. 
’The test for Kennedy will 
come at a dosed meeting of all 
Senate Democrats Friday. Long 
goes into the meeting with a1-1 
most solid support of Southern 
Colleagues and an unwillingness 
on the part of some Northerners 
to dump him. 
Long said from his Baton 
! Rouge home that “super liber­ 
als” were behind the move, but 
* “I have to admit they picked a 
good opponent. Frankly, I think 
I have enough votes to win.” 
In an earlier statement issued 
by his office in Washington, 
Long said that he welcomes 
Kennedy’s challenge “in good 
humor.” He insisted that, win or 
lose, the contest would not im­ 
pair his friendship for Kennedy. 
The Louisiana senator said he 
and Kennedy had differed in the 
past on matters of importance, 
but “such differences have left 
no lasting mark on our friend­ 
ship or our respect for each oth­ 
er.”

Not surprisingly, the Johnson ad­ 
ministration has approved a balance-of- 
pavments 
program 
that 
continues 
practically 
unchanged 
this 
year’s 
restrictive policy on foreign fiscal 
transactions. 
Also as expected, the incoming ad­ 
ministration was advised to accept the 
program 
as 
“an 
adequate 
follow- 
through in the ongoing process of 
disinflation, restoration of our com­ 
petitive position and provision of a 
healthy trade surplus.’’ 
The Federal Reserve Board at the 
same time announced that its 1969 
ceiling on foreign loans by United 
States banks will be maintained at the 
current tight level. As an aid to 
achieving a favorable trade balance, 
the board, however, indicated greater 
flexibility 
might 
be 
provided 
for 
financing exports, mainstay of the 
dollar’s strength abroad. 
The purpose of the restrictions is to 
reduce substantially or eliminate en­ 
tirely the deficit in the international 
payments account, which for years has 
been running in red ink. As part of 
this policy, the Johnson administration 
earlier this year imposed, for the first 


time in the nation’s history, mandatory 
controls on overseas investment. 
The controls were sharply criticized 
by President-elect Nixon during his 
campaign — and deservedly so because 
they tend to discourage the expansion 
of export trade. 
Former Treasury Secretary Fowler, 
who headed Mr. Johnson’s cabinet 
committee on the payments balance, 
reported, 
however, just before his 
resignation became effective that the 
controls cannot be .terminated in 1969 
without “grave risk” of deepening the 
payments deficit. 
Although Mr. Nixon urged during his 
campaign that the controls be ended 
“as soon as possible,” he apparently 
will give the problem greater con­ 
sideration 
after 
he 
takes 
office. 
Maurice Stans, his choice for com­ 
merce secretary, last week said he 
would need more facts before deciding 
what to suggest. 
The facts thus far indicate the con­ 
trols are at best a palliative. They may 
have kept the imbalance from getting 
worse, but they have not stimulated 
a healthv, natural balance.

living in complete dignity, they 
can be a burden rather than 
a gift. It is for this reason that 
social advances must keep pace 
with scientific progress to add 
blissful years 
rather than 
burdensome ones. 
When one attains this won­ 
derful age, a man or woman 
has the right for a moment at 
least, to become an authority 
and 
explain 
exactly why it 
happened. 
That 
explanation 
varies from a life of no tobacco 
to one that includes 14 cigars 
a day. It may or may not in­ 
clude a dauy pint of ice cream 
or a daily pint of alcohol. It

Confident knowledge that one

is 
no 
chronological age for maturity 
and for the capacity to solve 
these 
personal,

family problems. Within ah of 
us lies a great deal of reserve

OLEAN, N.Y. (AP) — While 
shoppers look in windows along 
Union Street, policemen look at 
the shoppers on closed circuit 
television—a practice that has 
aroused both laughter and an­ 
ger among Olean’s residents. 
The eight television cameras, 
mounted 20 feet above the street 
on lightposts, survey the five- 
block-long business center of 
this city of 22,000 cupped in the 
Allegheny 
uplands 
70 
miles 
southeast of Buffalo. 
Opponents of the system have 
one major complaint~it hasn’t 
worked well since it was turned 
on Sept. 27. 
“They’ve got the cameras in 
the wrong places,” said a bar­ 
tender. “They watch toe fronts 
of the stores, and any burglar 
with half an ounce of sense will 
go in the back.” 
His comment is backed up by 


tile fact that two break-ins have 
been made at Union Street 
stores since the cameras were 
erected. In each case, entry was 
made at a camera blind spot, 
and the police didn’t find out 
about it for some hours. 
A shoe store operator pointed 
out another bug: “ You can’t see 
a thing on the televisions at 
night” 
Those 
who favor television 
surveillance—including 
Mayor 
Harvey Shneiderman—say its 
faults are technical and can be 
eliminted through better equip­ 
ment and experimentation. 
As it stands now, television 
surveillance by police is not 
very effective. 
In the daytime, the picture 
rarely is clear enough to identi­ 
fy faces at distances of more 
than 50 or 60 feet 
At night toe lower half of 
each screen displays a pattern 


of curving black and white 
lines, and the upper half shows 
little 
more 
than 
automobile 
headlights. A person walking 
along a sidewalk at night cannot 
be seen. 
Michael Arnold, creator of the 
system and general manager of 
Olean’s Allband Cablevision Inc. 
which 
installed 
it, 
admitted 
there are bugs, but said they 
will be corrected soon. 
Arnold demonstrated one of 
the new zoom lens cameras. 
He aimed it out a window of 
his office and it focused auto­ 
matically on a house about IOO 
yards away. A picture of the 
house appeared on a television 
set hooked up with the camera. 
Arnold 
pressed 
the 
zoom 
switch, and the telescopic lens 
brought the house in so close 
that only a small portion of the 
roof 
was 
displayed 
on 
the 
screen. 


“You 
can 
read 
someone’s 
watch at 700 feet with this 
thing,” he grinned. 
He said the problems of night- 
time televising could be elimi­ 
nated by using cameras with 
more light-sensitive lenses and 
changing from an aluminum- 
coated cable to a plastic-coated 
one. 
The 
older 
policemen 
on 
Olean’s 33-man force believe the 
system is a waste of time. The 
younger men are more ready to 
give it a chance and think it can 
bo made to work. 
Police 
Chief Michael Luty 
said Olean doesn’t have much of 
a crime problem and believes 
television “will work better as a 
crime deterrent than anything 
else. Once it’s working properly, 
a burglar-is going to think twice 
about entering a building when 
he knows the police can see him 
go in.” 


Many of Olean’s citizens seen: 
to regard television surveillance 
as a joke. They say the city 
does not have enough crime to 
warrant it and think the prob­ 
lems encountered so far are not 
worth the effort to straighten 
out. 
So far, the television experi 
merit has not cost the city a 
cent. 
“We pay for it when we ac­ 
cept it, and we don’t accept it 
until it’s working to our satis­ 
faction,” 
Shneiderman 
said. 
“When it does go into effort, it 
will cost the city a little over 
$6,500 a year, which is about the 
salary of one patrolman. Only, 
the television camera® don’t 
need vacations, get sick or go 
for coffee breaks.” 
Arnold admitted Allband is 
losing money on this exoeri- 
ment, but said the investment is 
worth it
